proving  adverse.  The  name  of  every  Hon.  Member,  with 
that  of  his  proposer,  will  be  entered  in  a  book  provided 
for  that  purpose  on  the  day  of  his  admission ;  but  the 
period  for  which  the  privileges  of  the  Club  may  be 
granted  him  will  be  reckoned  from  his  first  entry  to  the 
Club  House  to  partake  of  them.  If,  however,  any 
Honorary  Member  shall  fail  to  avail  himself  of  the 
permission  within  the  fourteen  days,  it  will  then  be 
cancelled.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  be  proposed 
as  an  Honorary  Member  after  having  been  in  Halifax 
fourteen  days,  nor  for  more  than  twice  in  any  one  year.
